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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative was approached and asked to effect 
some changes to the claims to make them consistent with the some key limitation that Examiner identifies as allowable 
subject matter. As per the Examiner's suggestion, some independent claims were also to include additional 
components to overcome a potential statutory deficiency. Overall, the claims would be in better condition for allowance 
pending the effectuating of the modifications as above-mentioned and Examiner's supervisor's reviewal; and the 
representative agreed to make the changes.
